New York. February 6.—Intense cold, 
Ariven to the bone of man and beast 
bv a cutting wind, gripped the east 
tenight. In New York city, tempered 
az it bv surrounding water, the 
mercury stood at one degree above 
sero at midnight, equalling the low 
record for the season.

.artving pedestrians indoors and caus- 
ing great suffering to those who were 
exposed The city streets were prac- 
tically deserted tonight. 

An unidentified man was frozen to 
death at Boston: a fifisherman met simi- 
lar fate at Buffalo, while off Atlanti- 
a tramp steamer was forced to 
anchor hecause of the gale. Up-state 
in New York,a driving snow made con- 
ditions worse in some localities. 

The average temperature today in 
New York city was 11 degrees above 
zero. as compared with 46 on the same 
day last vear, and 309 the average tem- 
perature for the day for the last 33 
vears, ° 

The extreme cold drove hundreds of 
homeless men and women to the mu- 
nicipal lodging houses for shelter to- 
night. Three hundred and seventy- 
two male derelicts had been housed 
by midnight, while 20 women = and 
six ehtlidréen were taken in. Park 
row and the Bowery were swept of 
nocturnal population by the

MENANDWOMENTREAD STAGE 
IN ROSTAND’S “CHANTICLEER 


Paris, February 6.——-The dress re- 
hearsal of Edmond Rostand’s “‘Chan- 
ticleer,”’ at the Porte St. Martin thea- 
ter tonight, in the presence of a re- 
markable audience, comprising the 
elite of the literary, artistic and dra- 
matic world of Paris, as well as other 
isuropean capitals, was an artistic 
success of the first magnitude, the ex- 
quisite verse being up to the finest 
traditions of Rostand’s poetic genius. 

The bfilliancy of the first act, which 
was preceded by a charming prologue, 
delivered by Jean Coquelin, preparing 
the audience for the atmosphere of the 
piece, fairly set the audience mad with 
enthusiasm. But the second and third 
acts, which were somewhat tedious, 
were less favorably received. 

In the last act, however, enthusiasm 
was revived to the boiling point. There 
were five calls after the curtain fell, 
‘but M. Rostand himself did not appear. 
M. Guitry, who took the part of Chan- 
ticleer, stepped before the curtain and 
simp)y expressed his thanks. 

Wonderfully Staged. 

The piece was wonderfully staged, 
and the plot thrilling. Guitry, Mme. 
Simmone le Bargy, the hen pheasant; 
Gallipaux, the blackbird, and Coquelin, 
the dog, carried off the honors. The 
“secret of the many delays incident to 
the presentation of the play now 
explained by the changes made at the 
end of the play. The hen pheasant,

after vainly trying to induce Chantl- 
cleer, whom she has enticed to the for- 
est, to prolong the night 
hours during their nuptials, betrays 
him, and he returns to the barnyard 
to his faithful hens. 

The critics generally consider that 
the brilliancy of the verse surpasses 
even “Cyrano,” if that be possible, but 
the artistic note struck is so high that 
they doubt whether the play will be a 
popular success afier curiosity has 
worn off. It is rumored that Rostand 
himself will play the role of Chan- 
ticleer at the benefit to be given for 
the flood sufferers. 

Sketch of the Piay. 

Rostand’s “Chanticleer” probably is 
the most unique production ever pre- 
sented on the stage. No human char- 
acter appears in the cast. The dram- 
atis personne are fowls, birds and 
animals, and as they are 
as large as the men and women who 
enact the parts, everything which ap- 
pears upon the stage is upon a corre- 
sponding scale. Chanticleer, the hero, 
“Guitry.” is filled with illusions about 
his place in the world. He imagines 
he is master of the sun; that the sun 
rises at the end of night because 
Chanticleer has awakened and crowed. 
The play dispels this illusion in the 
heart of Chanticleer alone.

Rome, February 6.—The visit to 
Reme of Charles W. Fairbanks, form- 
er vice president of the United States, 
brought about a delicate situa- 
tion, owing to the fact that he wished 
to pay his respects to tne king, the 
Pepe and tre American Methodist 
church. Incidents of this kind are 
not infrequent, and extreme care has 
to he exercised by those upon whom 
the arrangement of the audiences falls, 
in order to avoid offending the sucep- 
tibilities on either side.

Scenic Gem of the Piece. 

The second act is the scenic gem 
of the piece, showing the upper 
branches of the blasted pine in the 
Neart of a forest, the human sized 
birds perched in the branches. The 
Owl calls the roll of the birds of the 
night, each as his name ts called, an- 
swering and opening two luminous 
eyes, which shine in the semiobscurity 
of the stage, green, yellow or blood 
red. These birds declaim the hymn of 
the night and afterward conspire to- 
gether to rid themselves of their arch- 
enemy, Chanticleer. With him gone, 
they believe the sunlight will be for- 
ever quenched and they will be mas- 
ters forevermore. 

In the third act, Chanticleer learns 
of the conspiracy of the night birds, 
and fights a duel with his false friend, 
the game cock, killing him despite his 
Steel gaffs and redoubtable skill. This 
is the beginning of the end for Chanti- 
cleer. The treachery of his friend 
poisons his optimism. The hen pheas- 
ant, the prize of the combat, offers the

burst, and then draws his head under 
her wing and bids him “sleep.” 
He Forgot te Crow. 

When the fourth and last act opens, 
Chanticleer, wooed by love, has slept 
so long that the sun has risen with- 
out him. 

“And I have not crowed,” he cries. 

The dream of his life, all his belief 
in his wonderous power, crumbles. So 
he was not the ruler of the sun. All 
the tenderness of the hen pheasant can- 
not bring him back to lost illusion. 
His hens do not know it. The Dirds 
Of the night still believe in him. He 
has his followers and his enemies, as 
before. The sun still rises when he, 
Chanticleer, crows. If the dog doubts 
he is silent. But the iron that has 
entered his soul is the death of the 
glorious Chanticleer. 


Rostand Explains Play. 
Rostand, in an interview, explains 


this story of his conception of Chantli- 
cleer. 

“In 1901,” he said, “while taking a 
walk in the outskirts of Cambo,I was 
passing humble farms when ] sud- 
denly stopped before a barn yard. It 
was just an ordinary barn yard, con- 
taining the usual pigeon loft, wire net- 
tings, manure pile, and within, the 
animals, hens, ducks, guinea fowl, 
geese, turkeys, a cat asleep, a dog 
wandering about; in brief, a very com- 
mon spectacle.

Honor of Japan Attacked. 

“In two ways, therefore, the United 
States attacks the honor and sentiment 
of the people of Japan. Is it any won- 
der that we refuse to permit our gov- 
ermment even to suggest that the pro- 
posal has been received by Japan with 
equanimity’”’ 

This statement practically voiced the 
entire expression heard from the pub- 
lic during the first forty-eight hours 
after the news of the receipt of Sec- 
retary Knox’s note. But the further 
sentiment was expressed thus: 

“The riots that followed the making 
of the treaty of Portsmouth would not 
be a circumstance to the trouble that 
wculd follow the relinquishment by 
Japan of her rights in Manchuria, 
even though she received twice the in- 
trinsic value.” 

So far as can be learned by respon- 
sible investigators, there is little or no 
foundation for the charges of discrim- 
ination brought against Japan in con- 
nection with trade in Manchuria. The 
leading business firms of England and 
America are, in common with the Jap- 
arese, suffering from a depreciation in 
the trade in this territory, but that 
depreciation is due to conditions over 
whieh neither the Japanese any 
nther country, for the present, has any 
eentrol.

One thing may be set down ag abso- 
lutely certain, and that that Japan 
Is not going to give up her right in 
the South Manchurian railway until 
those rights shall be terminated by the 
lapse of the term for which Japan has 
eontro!l. Japan was given control of 
the South Manchurian railway for a 
period of thirty-six years from the 
signing of the Portsmouth treaty. The 
Antung-Mukden railway will remain In 
possession of Japan for fourteen years. 

There are now in Manchuria about 
thirty thousand Japanese settlers. and 
wince they are within the zone of the 
road where Japan has a ephere of in- 
fiuvence, the proposed taking over by 
the powers would place the interests 
of these in jeopardy.

Colonel Roosevelt is expected to re- 
turn from Africa in June. The South 
Pole expedition is mot expected to 
start until December next. Colonel 
toosevelit will have ample time in 
which to prepare for his journey into 
the frozen lands of the south. He is 
coming back at the beginning of a 
congressional campaign. He will have 
opportunity to get in all the political 
blows he may desire. The elections 
will come in November. In December 
he can sail for the South Pole. The 
expedition will be back in December, 
1911, and Colonel Roosevelt will have 
all the time. he desires for the national 
campaign soon to follow. 

& ts believed here that Colonel 
Roosevelt would join the expedition. 
It is of a nature to satisfy his adven- 
turous spirit It opens to him new 
sensations. It should appeal to his 
love of the strange and unusual. It 
would give him employment of the 
rugged character he likes so well. 
And then the Smithsonian institution 
is behind the scheme, and Colonel 
Roosevelt is in touch with the officers 
of that institution, though he is in 
South Africa. 

An Official Expedition. 

Two plans for the expedition have 
been suggested to the president. One 
for a full official expedition’: the 
other is for an expedition under pri- 
vate auspices with a semi-official in- 
dorsement. The first contemplates the 
detail by the president of Commander 
Peary to head an exploration party. 
Colonel Roosevelt may be placed in 
supreme command. Two United States 
cruisers are to convoy the explorers to 
some agreed place in the Antarctic 
circle. Then they are off. Under this 
plan the government will be called on 
to make an appropriation. It is not 
believed congress will respond. 

The other plan is for the National 
Geographic Society to guarantee the 
funds for the expedition. Commander 
Peary has come forward with a lib- 
eral offer to assist the soclety. He 
will contribute the steamer Roosevelt 
he used in his North Pole exploration. 
He values it at $150,000. About $100,- 
000 additional will be required. The 
society believes this sum can be raised 
from the wealthy men of the country 
and from organizations interested in 
discovery. 

Commander Peary would go on the 
expedition without reserve. He has 
expressed his willingness. There is a 
movement afoot to free him from du- 
ties in connection with the navy that 
he may be able to organize and lead 
the expedition. The Maine delega- 
tion in the house has presented a bill 
to promote him to the rank and pev of 
a rear admiral in the navy and to re- 
tire him immediately. 

It is held this plan would give him

his’ farm, in this county, 
Goins, a plain, everyday farmer 
business man who grew up in Macon 
and learned something about how to 
work, grew twelve bales of cotton that 
averaged 506 pounds tg the bale and 
averpaged 14 cents per pound on the 
market when sold in the fall. Now, 
he is offered $1 per bushel for the 
seed he took from his cotton and has 
no idea of letting them go at that. 

This is the history of a little bit 
of intensive farming in Bibb county 
in 1909. “Dock” Goins tilled his land, 
fertilized his crop and gave it culture 
just like people do to grow fine coi- 
ton Hie used average land that had 
never been specially built up, put on 
the seven acres four tons of 
that cost him $20 per ton, and put the 
plow through seven times and the 
hoe tour times.

The American ex- 
pedition is to go to the South Pole 
by a route different from that 
traveled by the English explorer in 
his vain effort to reach the most 
southerly point. The English expe- 
dition is to follow the  Shackelion 
route.

The American party will endeavor 
to keep as far away from the English 
party as it finds practical, and still 
push forward to the Pole. Should the 
discovery of the’ Pole come to the 
American party, there can then be ao 
charge that the way was blazed by 
the Englishmen.

How many of those 6,000 murders which, according to Andrew D. White, 
former ambassador to Germany, the United States is to witness in the next 
twelve months, will be set down upon Georgia’s crimfnal record? 

Approximately 165 will be this state's proportion, according to popula- 
tion. 

Are we to be blood-stained to that extent from the assassin’s dagger 
and the pistol “toter’s’ ready weapon? 

Taken red-handed in his crime, often ,with the bloodstains from his 
victim still upon his person, the Georgia murderer fights for life through 
trial and appellate courts, between which, if fortunate in his choice of 
technicality, he may play battledore and shuttlecock for some two years 
or more. 

If, with mistrial or new. trial, he does not ultimatel; win back his free- 
dom, there is still the pardon board, the respite, the habeas corpus writ, 
the extraordinary motion for new trial, the insanity dodge and numercus 
other devices to procure delay, and with delay, hgpe and, ultimately per- 
haps, escape from gallows, if not restoration to liberty. 

The process is by no means peculiar to Georgia; it is too well known 


to many states. Tennessee, among others, has furnished recent forcible 
examples of it. 

Contrast the procedure followed in the English courts.

, because they know speedy justice and inexorable law wil: catch them in 
its drag-net and sweep them swiftly to penalty. 

They would not do it here if they knew, as they know there, that 
| the ledger of law carries no credit account: there the bill is made out 
with sight draft attached, and immediate payment is exacted. 

So, Englishmen respect their law, and in that respect f.nd their own 
safety and protection. 


: Until we remodel our criminal law so that penalty shall surely follow 
\crime, and inculcate just that respect for our statutes and our courts, hu- 
man life will continue to be one of the cheapest of American commodities.

The fallacy of the contention that the tariff has nothing to do with 
the high cost of living can be read between the lines of some remarks in 
ithe senate by Senator Lodge, who, in speaking to his own resolution rel- 


ative to the proposed investigation, said:

[I do not think you can reach them 
through the tariff. I think it is the simplest economie proposi- 
tion in the world.

EXHIBIT AT STATE FAIR 


President J. J. Conner, of the Georgia 
State Fair Association and also presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture at 
Athens, while in Atlanta yesterday, 
stated that plans had been perfected 
whereby the Agricultural college at 
Athens would rhake an individual ex- 
hibit at the State fair to be held in 
Macon this fall. 

This will be a novel undertaking 
which is sure to prove most interest- 
ing. 

The exhibit will be made from the 
produce raised on the experiment farm, 
which is operated in connection with 
this college, but will not enter into 
competition with the county and indi- 
vidual exhibits, which always prove 
such an attractive feature at this fair. 

The purpose of the exhibit from this 
college will be to give a demonstration 


ings of this college to the soil; the ap- 
plication of § scientific principles to 
Georgia farms. 

Dr. A. M. Soule, the head of this fa- 


- = 


mous institution, has been conducting 
@ splendid course of instruction at 
the college, through the meditim of a 
“college on wheels,” through farmers” 
institutes, and latterly through an 
itinerant college, which is made up of 
@ number of instructors going from 
Diace to place, giving timely talks on 
pertinent topics. 

In this way the entire state has be- 
come aroused in the interest of scien- 
tific agriculture, and as a result the 
agricultural exhibits are improving 
steadily each year. 

It is believed that, with an exhibi- 
tion from this college showing the re- 
sults of these scientific principles cor- 
rectly applied, a still greater impetus 
will be given the industry. 

In addition to the farm products 
raised, the experiment farm at Athens 
is also the home of one of the most up- 
to-date dairying plants to be found in 
the south. Dr. Soule and his corps of 
instructors are warm advocates of the 
use of cotton seed meal and bulls as a 
dairy feed. The cattle raising depart- 
ment, too, uses this same feed. The ex- 
hibit at Macon will be awaited with 
interest.

Please allow us to present just a few 
thoughts as to the human possibilities 
or impossibilities as to the success of 
this “one generation movement.”

1900 years to bring 165,000,000 of the

How about financing this proposi- 
tion? 

According to the best information 
we have at hand it requires an ex- 
penditure, in round numbers, of about 
$200 for each heathen converted.

We, perhaps, have some with 
enough money, and some with enough 
brains, and some with enough religion, 
but it will be hard to find all of these 
essentials in the same Individual as It 
is to find a carat of gold and a carat 
of diamond both occupying the same 
space at the same time. 

We always reserve the right to 
change our opinions, and in case that 
this “one generation” movement gets 
up the $7,628,000,000, and the 12,714,285 
missionaries this year, with good bona 
fide promises to duplicate the col- 
lection again next year, we will come 
out of Missouri, and join the move- 
ment.

In his letter on this subject Senator 
Bacon said, in contrasting the Amer- 
ican and English systems: 

“In their parliamentary government 
they have a great advantage not 
over the theory, but over the practical 
operation of our system. The heredi- 
tary feature in the upper house is ut- 
terly intolerable in guch a country 
as England. But their house of com- 
mons, with a responsible ministry, is 
far superior to our system, in the ev- 
olution, not of law, but of practice, 
of which the executive department, in 
nowise responsible to the legislative 
department, is steadily and surely ab- 
sorbing the legislative function. ose 
who wish legislation now go to the®ex- 
ecutive department of our government 
to secure it. Legislative policies are 
formulated, announced and responsibil- 
ity therefor assumed by the executive 
department. Bills are prepared by it, 
discussed by that department in the 
press before the details are determined 
upon, and after being put in shape 
satisfactory to the department, are 
printed. These bills are sent to the 
senate and house for introduction, and 
the statement made and published that 
in effect those supporters of the ad- 
ministration who do not support the 
bills will find themselves outside the 
breastworks. That threat brings all 
the bread and butter brigade quickly 
into line. 

“The great appropriation bills are 
practically dictated by the executive 
department, and the way they are 
framed and put on their passage, it is 
utterly impossible for one senator or 
representative in ten to know what 
they contain except in the most gen- 
eral way; or to know what the money 
is to be spent fer except that the ap- 
propriations are in accord with the 
estimates made by the departments.

“I noted some days ago in a speech 
or interview of President Taft he ex- 
pressed a wish under our government 
the executive could, as itn England, 
direct legislation, overlooking entirely 
the differenee in our system, and that 
in ours, with an executive not responsi- 
ble to the legislative branch, the lat- 
ter is, in effect, destroyed when the 
former dominates it. Nevertheless, 
that such is to be the rgsult of our 
system, I not only have grave fears, 
but little doubt. The legislative branch 
which the constitution intended to be 
the controlling power, is becoming 
weaker than either the executive or 
judicial branches.”

FERTILIZING AT PLANTING AND 
AFTERWARD. 

A. E. Cleveland, Laurens, 8. C.-—As 
to fertilizer, I had thought of using 
acid phosphate (14 per cent), 1,200 
pounds; cotton seed meal, 500 pounds; 
muriate of potash, 300 pounds, at the 
rate of 300 pounds per acre, at plant- 
ing. What would this analyze .me? As 
a second application, I had thought of 
using 1,000 pounds of acid phosphate 
(14 per cent), 500 pounds cotton seed 
meal and 600 pounds nitrate soda as a 
mixture, using 200 pounds per acre. 
What would this analyze, and when 
do you think would be the best time 
to apply it? Information and any sug- 
gestions will be appreciated. Do you 
think I could expect a bale per acre? 

Answer—I have for several years 
advised that the fertilizer be all ap- 
piied and bedded on from one to two 
weeks, or longer, before planting; and 
that dividing into two or more doses to 
be applied during the growing is not 
expedient. My advice was based on 
carefully conducted, repeated experi- 
ments made at the Georgia experiment 
station. An exception to the rule {fs 
that nitrate of soda should not be ap- 
plied before planting, but if used as 
the source of nitrogen, a small dose, 
30 pounds per acre, may be ap- 
plied in the furrow with the planting 
seed, and the remainder in one or two 
doses of 50 pounds or so, not later 
than June 0. 

As I do not advise the intercultural 
application of acid phosphate, cotton 
seed meal, muriate of potash and 
kainit, | therefore do not indicate the 
date of such applications.

Answer—l1. No; I do not think 
Thomas phosphate would be better 
than acid phosphate for any summer 
crop; but it is believed that it may 
profitably take the place of acid phos- 
phate in a fall-sown crop, or as a 
fertilizer for perennial plants, such as 
orchard trees and grapevines. I have 
not sufficient data on which to make 
a comparison of prices between the 
two. I advise you to try-some of the 
Thomas phosphate in direct competi- 
tion, with such precautions as will 
enable you to determine the compara- 
tive value. You will then “know for 
yourself” and not another. 

2. I.certainly would use nitrate of 
soda exclusively at $50 per ton, rather 
than cotton seed meal at $40. If cot- 
ton meal be worth $40 per ton, then 
nitrate of soda would be equally cheap 
at $82 per ton. In other words, one 
ton of nitrate of soda would be as 
effective (and therefore as valuable) 
as two .tons of high-grade meal, less
